Despite complaints by inn- 
keepers and restauranteurs that 
business is down, figures re- 
leased by tte Commissioner of 
Revenue's office for the month 
of July show 34.77 percent in- 
crease in business as com- 
pared with the same period 
last year. 

Restaurants did $3,018,411 
in business as, compared witt 
$2,008,521 for July, 1%9 while 
lodging business took in $3,493, 
062 as oniosed to $2,820,735 
for tte same period in 1969.

mid tte protest started after 
ter co-off ganl^^ri Joe Collins, 
ran away from teme in July 
and was cau^ after only one 
day out on thi^ road. 

"When Joe got caught, ttey 
toU him te couldn't leave tte 
teuse wlttout tteir permission 
and tten te decided te was get- 
ting sick and tired of it,"she 
said. 

Collins, 12, said tte issues 
of tte protest were tte fact that 
te <mly gete a 50^ weddy al- 
lowance, that te gets yelled at 
and tlu^ he is forced to clean 
his room and cut tte grass. 

"I think I steuld get at least 
75 cents a week," te said. "But 
I do want to work for it." 

"We're people too you 
know. And we teve a right to 
dedde what we steuld do," te 
Idded. 

Joe's brotter nine-year-old 
Lee Collins, wte is also the 



CIM president, said tte young- 
est memter of tte CIM is his 
sister Jennifer, age three. 

"Ste yells a lot," Lee said. 
"I guess she Ukes it" 

Witt $2 in tte treasury, Lee 
said that several more marches 
were in tte making, but did 
not elaborate on tte dtates or 
places, fearing a reaction.

Into Open Water 

The PotomftcRiverisalong, 
long body of water. Not until 
mid-morning Saturday did the 
now slightly weary crew dear 
the river and aet out acrott 
ttie Chesapeake Bay.

^net markers, sunken objects, 
anything that mipt damage the 
boat. 

For two-and-ahalf hours the 
Chin bucked a strcmg tide to 
to reach Kiptopeke. About 9 
p.m. the flashing lights mark- 
ing the Blip were spotted through 
the darkness. In another half'w 
hour the boat and her crew 
were safe inside the break* 
water, the anchor was down, 
Uhler cut the engine...and the 
battery wat dead.

May Be The Answer 



Vic« KlEiyor Robert B. Crom- 
well MofMknr ^ome up with a 
•uggestlon In solving the 
Vl^nia Beach Little Theatre's 
dilemma which may well by the 
beiftldetfto4ato. 

He suggmted, inlbrmolly In 
an Informal session, that the 
city consider donating proper- 
ty for a proposed theatrebulld- 
Ing so tfxit the theatre group. 
In turn, could sell its site on 
24th Street and Berberton Ave- 



Cromwell said that Theatre, 
President James English be- 
lieved the theotreproperty 
could possibly be sold for 
$20,000, ttie amount needed to 
get a construction loan from the 
bank. With ttils cwnount In hand, 
and another building site free 
and clear, the group could pro- 
ceed with their plans. 

The L itt le Theatre has strug- 
gled for months to raise money 
for its badly needed building. 
Last foil was the first time In 
over 20 years the group re- 
mained "dark" all season, i)ro- 
ducing only a Shakespearean 
play primarily for the benefit 
of local high^^chool students. 
Their efforts werm greatly 
missed on the cultural scene. 
It Is such activities as those 
prxKvided by the little theatre 
tfMt lend much to the social life 
of Virginia Beoch during the 
winter mondis. 

English approoched council 
earlier In an informal session 
on the possibility of obtaining 
about $15,000 from the city to 
give them the needed start on 
cortttruction. The matter has 
been pending now for some 
we^s and, again, the theatre 
season may remain "dark" If 
action Isn't token soon. 

The theatre need not be re- 
strl^ed to the resort area, for 
certainly this is not the most ' 
popukrted port of the city, but 
It would semti that a site In or 
near the resort borough would 
be iNlte conduslve to theatre 
octlvltles. The group plans lo 
build afoclllty that wl(l not only 
offer the usual theatre fare, but 
will also provide a smaller 
stage and auditorium for civic 
groups, small conventlonsT art 
exhibits, end possibly certain 
entertainment for the touHst. 



Just whoR properties the city 
owns In ^Is partlculor area Is 
not known but there are several 
that come to mind which might 
be considered. The park site at 
the end of 23rd Street, near the 
Virginia Beach Expressway, is 
a very picturesque piece of 
property which has never been 
fully developed as a park. Its 
size ahd location would be very 
apropos but its access 1^ limit- 
ed. Twenty-third Street is too 
narrow for a more than normal 
flow of traffic; the access from 
Blrdneck Road Is strictly a 
hlde-and-go-seek situation. But 
It Is a good piece Of pit)perty 
and deserves consideration. 

The old land fill area at the 
corner of Las k 1 n Road and 
Ar^lc Avenue Is another which 
offers an ideal site, plenty of 
room, but the Improvements 
would surely be prohibitive to 
the thsatre's pocketbook. Unless 
the city gives them a hand. It 
might be worth the city's con- 
sideratlon. That piece of 
property has long been an eye- 
sore to tourists approaching the 
odMHfifront. It has been ugly and 
odorous and polluted for years, 
wMfo thearea around It imcon- 
tlnued to build and improve^ The 
property eventually must be 
Improved. . .that Is Inevitable. 
It would benefit all concerned If 
a glewnlng new theatre and 
cultural center complex could 
be built on what Is now nothing 
more than a swampy land-fill. 
Perhaps the most ideal site 
of all, however. Is the acreage 
owned by the city near Virginia 
Beach Junior High School. The 
theatre group has many tim0 
In the past used the school's 
auditorium, even though It Is 
far from sultobieto their needs, 
and the location Is not unfamil- 
iar to local residents or unac- 
cessible to visitors. 

These ore but three of the 
city-owned sites that comes to 
mind. Regardless of whidi site 
the city offers— and we urge 
them to pursue such action- 
It will be a boost to a group of 
people who hove done much for 
their city over many years. 
This may be the solution to their 
problems. Cromwell Is to be 
commended for his considera- 
tion of them.

The Wrii^ viburnum is a 
medium site plant abbtrt eif^t 
feet tall.

Low forms of viburnum are 
now available. Vte Compact 
Europena Crai^rry Inish 
grows dnly five feet tall, with 
good flower and{puit|X'oduction 
even when young.

And a very 
small percentage of those who 
fill overboard were uaii« life- 
Siviiv devices. It should be 
remembered that the GpetztoT 
is the "captain" of the vessel 
and the safety of his bo^ and 
its occupants are Us resp(»ni- 
Ulity. It could reasonably be 
expected that a certain perceirt- 
age of these aeddenhs are Just 
ttat - aeddenbi. Perhaps some 
of them were unavoidsMe. But 
the dunces are fliat a great 
majority of ^m were prevent- 
able and it could havel)een as 
tiie operator enrdsingthe dut- 
ies of his responsibility. 

Of course, there are other 
reasons for boating mishaps 
than the fault of the. operator.

Callis May Be Tie Breaker 
For New Council Line Up

The bodies of a Virginia 
Beadi couple were found Tues- 
day afternnon floating in the 
Chesapeake Bay off little Creek 
after they (apparently had been 
strangled to death in what has 
developed into one of the most 
bizarre cases in resort city 
poUce annals. 

Authorlttes said the bodies 
of Samuel Willard Jones, 52, 
and his wife, Jane, 49, were 
found by an unidentified fisher- 
man, in 20 feet of water less 
than a mile north of the little 
Creek Jetties. They were ^t- 
ened togettnr with a length of , 
boat anchor chain, police said. 

A spolesmen at the State 
4tIeAcal Examiners' Office in 
Norfolk, where the bodies were 
taken for identification and an 
autopsy to determine cause of 
deatl^ said Wednesday both 
Jones and his wife had died of 
strangulation. 

According to the medical 
examiners' report Mrs. Jon^ 
had been strai^^led with two 
handkerchi^ and a boat pen- 
nant, vAile Jones had been 
strangled with a length of 1/8- 
itsat piiieKiite^6drd; tt^ re^ 
port also said that ttie state of 
decomposition indicated the 
couple died sometime Friday 
nig^t. 

Positive identification of 
Mi^. Jones, according to the 
report, waS made throu^ per- 



sonal belongings and scars on 
her body. Jones was ictentifled 
through a check of dental re- 
cords. 

The Jones' had been missing 
from their Lynnhaven Colony 
home since late Friday after- 
noon when they were report- 
edly seen leaving with two men 
believed to have been inter- 
ested in purchasingttie cotqiles' 
28 - foot sailing trimaran, 
"Skat". 

The Jones' and ttiese pro- 
spective buyers reportedly 
boarded the craft at a nearlqr 
nK)oring and moved into the 
bay several hours before a 
severe storm hit the area.

According 
to the latest available figures, 
some islO^Vi^t^nia B«i(^ and 
71,000 Virgial* v«ersdi^ were 
in service during the Vietnam 
era— that is, after Aug. 4, 1964. 
World War II veterans make 
up tiie largest group with 8,600 
bom Virginia Beach and 
297,000 from Virginia. Korean 
Ccntflict veterans number 4,290 
in Virginia Beach and 127,000 
in Virginia. Some 1640Vir^nia 
Beach and 60,000 state veterans 
saw military service ooXy be- 
tween ttie Korean Confllrt and 
tiie Vietnam era (Feb. 1, 1955-

The 
commission approved the 
church but placed severe res- 
trictions on Its approval to make 
sure no drug activity could pos- 
sibly be held in the church.

But to thwart 
efforts in helping those in 
trouble is little less than sad- 
istic selfishness.

There are untold 
numbers of young people suffer- 
ing from drug abuse and more 
than one center Is needed to 
help them.

The Planning Commission is 
to be congratulated for Its de- 
cision Tuesday to hold up on 
issuing billboard permits along 
the Virginia Beach Expressway!

The dmrf 
or standard trees are excel- 
lent for trainii^ as espalier 
trees against ttie side of a 
house or garage. 

One good feature of pears 
is that they are nd seriously 
damaged t>y insects and dis- 
eases. Ilierefore, ttiey can 
be grown quite easily witiiout 
the repeated summer qiraying 
needed for most fruit trees.

Hurricane Advice 



BTarooe 
areas are reminded t^ tiw 
Ameriican N^onal Red Cross 
that hurricane season lis under 
way and tfiU'Ofey should be 
prepared through November for 
a possible disaster which could 
affect their lives as well as 
profimtf. 

John L. Roper, ni. Tide- 
water Chapter Chairman, said 
Red Cross chapters in cooper- 
ation with Eiwiromnei^Sci- 
sDce Services Ado^inistc^lljm 
have intensified their hurrtqane 
preparedness procedures ftom 
Florida to Texas and along the 
Atlantic Coast, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands. 

If a Imrrlcane threatens an 
area, he reccomended that re- 
sidents follow ttiese safety tips: 

1. Watdi newspapers and 
listen carefully to ESSA Wea- 
ther Bureau advisories and 
other official informaticm 
brottd<»st on television 
broadcast on television and rad- 
io. Have a battery-powered 
radio available in case of power 
failure. 

2. Secure outdoor objects 
and store garbage cans, guden 
furniture and tools, awnings and 
such objects in safe phces. 

3. Put storm shutters in 
place or board up windows. 

4. If evacuation is advised, 
get out qidckly and follow in- 
structions. 

5. If you live In low lying 
area, don't risk being swamped 
or marooned. Get away from 
beaches and all areas likely 
to be swept by hurricane tides 
and high winds. 

6. During the storm, stay 
indoors, preferably in a brick 
or concrete building. 

7. Keep away from windows. 

8. Should the "eye" of a 
hurricane pass directly over- 
head, there will be a decept- 
ive period of calm that may 
last 30 minutes or longer. Don't 
be misled by Qie lull— stay 
where you are. The other 
side of the storm will return 
with winds from the opposite 



ITrectlon. 

9. Store drinkii^ water in 
bottles, cooking utensils and 
clean bafiitubs. Keep a supply 
of food on hand ttiat does not 
require cooking. Be sure to 
have candles and flashlights on 
hand. Before ttie stwm hits, 
turn refrigerators to the a>ldest 
setting to preserve food as Jong 
as possible in case of later 
failure in power. 

10.' Don't touch fallen wires. 
^Report the damage to the power 
company or police.

And that fourth "E" - educa- 
tion - is tte only one of the 
four about which th& operator 
can do anything. Further, since 
a malority of all drownings are 
the foult of the operator, he is 
the one upon whom most of 
a safety program rests. 

Cotdd the loKof life in boat- 
ing accidents l)e drastically re- 
duced by a concerted effort on 
ttie part of the boat opor^ors? 
Would Qie wearing of lifesaving 
devices aid in this boped-fw 
reduction? There is a legal 
requirement to have om life- 
saving device for each person 
on board - but there is no 
law which requires it to be 
worn. Only the (^ratcff, or 
person himself, can make that 
requirjement. " '

population Increase. 

Barrow outlined plans ran- 
ging from the creation of new 
sdiools to iUra-dty public 
transportation and roadway 
improvemente to accommodate 
the expected populattca incr^ 
ease. 

Two-tUnia of ^ dty's anti- 
cipated grovtti is expected to 
occur In resi(^tial areas cre- 
s^ng what Barrow termed "A 
great t»irden on our elemen- 
tory sdiool system". 

He detailed tia department's 
l^aia for two new 900-capa- 
dty elementary schools for 
Kempsville and Prln<»ss Anne 
Borough. Suggested sites for 
tbe KempsvlUe elementary sc- 
hools were tbe College Park- 
Level Green, Larkdo^^-n areas.

Barrow also told the group 
nai all overhead wiring in fu- 
ture VirgiUa Beach projects 
should be placed underground 
instead of on poles. He said 
CiP aiKl VEPCO should relo- 
cate the present overhead wir- 
ing on Princess Anne Road, 
wWch is currently under cmi- 
struction. 

Barrow said VlrglUa Beadi 
is confronted witii providing 
utility services to areas of tiie 
city already estaWished "wltii- 
out undertaking services to un- 
derdeveloped areas."^

Shop Is Answer to Dream

For most people, a shoe tree 
is something to be taken for 
granted, but for Robert Lee 
Whitehurst the Shoe Tree is the 
result of years of work and is a 
dream come true. 

Whitehurst, who became a 
polio victim at the age of three, 
Monday opened the Shoe Tree, 
a new shoe repair, shop on 22nd 
Street, after 17 years apprent- 
iceship in the shoe repair trade. 

"The state rehabllttation 
people got me Qte Job 17 years 
ago a^d I began to get on the 
job training," he said. ^'I 
worked for one man for 15 
years, and then decided to start 
tstf own business." 

Opening the business makes 
Whitehurst feel good, "Because 
I'm doing something with my 
handicap and working," he efald. 

"I've always wanted to go 
into this business, because as 
long as peoide are living they'll 
have to wear shoes, and if you 
-^get into this trade you've got it 
made,*' Whitehurst said. 

Despite the size of the heavy 
repair machines and the whirl- 
. ing belta, Whitehurst . sai^ he 
feels no (Uoiger ^le working 
arcwnd them. "If you're careful 
-Mf^ attention, you won't get 
Into trouble." 

At 41, Whitehurst says the 
shoe repair trade may be in 
trouble, but not because people 
don't come in anymore. "There 



aren't too many young people 
going into the business. 

"And the manuT-'.cturers are 
making shoes today that can be 
thrown away if the people want. 
People just don't want to hang 
on to things any longer or take 
care of them." 

The most' expensive shoes 
people are going to have fixed 
and pick up, but the ones 
Whitehurst worries about are 
ttiose who bring a pair, in for 
repair and leave 'them. "We 
have to hang on to them In case 
the customer comes back for 
them, but later if he doesn't, 
ti»en we try to sell them. 

"That's why some shops look 
kind of junky," he said."They've 
got old shoes laying around th 
nobody's picked up." 

Whitehurst said that if busi- 
ness begins to build, he'll have 
to take in a"^' Junior partner" 
for the Shoe Tree. "Mybrother^ 
is relftlly happy to see me doing 
well and this, and said If I need 
help he'll go to work with me 
and learn ^e trade. 

"It's like a family business, 
I g^ess, because everybody has 
he^ i^i It going. My sister- 
in-law inade the curtains, and 
n^ teothers helped me get the 
shop set up and the place painty 
ed," he said. 

Even the name Is a contribu- 
tion. "1 thought about calling it 
Bob's Shoe Repair, he said, 



"but the daughter of Mrs. 
Woodhouse, the lady I called 
about a building, suggested ttie 
Shoe Tree. I Uke it and I 
couldn't turn her down. 

"They've been good to me and 
I want to show my ^^reciation," 
he said. 

"Now all I have to do is get 
the tree with shoes on it painted 
on the glass and I'm set," he 
said.

to the introduction of birthcon- 
trol pills ^utseven years ago. 

Brickell added that current 
projection of school needs 
would have to be revised. Ex- 
tra classrooms are already a- 
vailable throu^ tiie modified 
scheduling plan in the high 
schools. He said that if the 
decrease in students continues 
when current first graders 
reach hi^ school in eight years 
only two mii^t be needed. This 



could result in a saving of 
$7 or $8 million^

Progress in endangering our 
past, according to Col How- 
ard A. MacCord Sr., Mstorian- 
archiologist with the Virginia 
State Library. 

Col. MacCord, who spoke to 
the Princess Anne Country 
Chapter, D«ighters of the Am- 
erican Revolution, is in charge 
of locating, identifying and 
dassi^ng pre-historlc sites 
in Virginia to fill in the gaps 
of Indian history. 

** "llaybe some of the things 
we know as true today will be 
proved not true in ttie future," 
commented Col. MacCord, ^ 
works with the State Library 
^n<x the proposed Virginia 
State Museum is still in the 
planning stages. 

As an indic^on of hisdevo- 
ttcm to his woric. Col MacCord 
arrived wearing a tee shirt, 
tiien put (ffi his dress shirt, 
tte and coat in his car t>efore 
going into the meeting. He 
had topped by some road eon- 
structtm near Suffolk as be was 
drivii^ from Riduiwnd to in- 
vesttgate the poaiUlity of fin- 
ing Indiu artifacts. "Sure 
en^^ 1 did. I'm going back 
fiwre now." 

He toU fd one interesttng 
find near Franklin idiidi, for a 
ttme, was tbw^ to be a due 
to tte f^ of the Lost Colo^ 
ttttters. Hk skeleton of a 
iK)man was fwndbwiadfltf on 
her bade, adq;iartarefi>om nor- 
mal Ind^ burials.

MacCord. "But the Smithsop- 
ian report said she was not a 
good Indian but not a good white 
person dther. She was a mixed 
breed." 

Col. MacCord said that the 
Spanish settlement and explor- 
ation of Virginia Is one of tte 
most neglected parts of tte 
state's history. He said that 
ttere was a Spaniel settlement 
near Jamestotra 20 years tcf ore 
Jamestown' was founded. A 
Spanish map of tte area was 
found dated 1524. "Some day 
I'm going to write a history of 
Virginia that ends with James- 
town," quipped Col. MacCord. 

He said that fiie Indians 
came to Virginia at least 
10,000 years ago. "The evi- 
dence polnte toward Indians 
conttnuously ^ncetten. Indians 
are McmgoUan people and came 
into America a long time ago 
during tte last facial period 
wteo they could walk over from 
Siterla. Tte coast of Virginia 
was lOO miles east of what it 
is how." 

Tte da^es oi file Indians is 
proved by radio active carbon 
fotmd in cao^r^ built in 
caves. The oUest t&mA in 
file Eastern Uidted States is 
12,0(K}. years old wax New York 
City. 

"Hie Indians were StoM A{^ 
hiurters»tte same as our 
an(^to» were 10,0(H) years 
ap>. Aayttdng ttwt was edible 
fiiey t<mA and ate. Tte most 
commw relies we find are st(»e 
gp^r lieads. Ihey lived a m^- 
adic f^aglng mqrt^Ulefor 
fikju^jids <d yoffs wUte ttiey 
lod»d for ttie mA tanX,

learned how to plant seeds. 
Then ttey had greater control of 
their food supplies and could 
have a surplus. They had more 
variety and could count on hav- 
ing food. They had a popula- 
Uon expltfilon because the land 
could suK»rt more people. 
Ttey still moved every 20 years 
or so when tte land was worked 
out." 

Col. MacCord said that a 
lot is known about tte Indians 
in this area because John Smith 
drew a map of Tidewater show- 
ing Ca^ Henry, the Lynnhaven 
river and Dismal Swamp. It 
also showed the sites of 160 
Indian Villages. In addition, 
John Wythe, with the Lost Col- 
ony, lalnted many scenes show- 
ing the Indian way of life. 

"There are lots of arche- 
ologlcal challenges in Virginia. 
The most common find is pot- 
tery, tten arrowteads, stells 
in this area (Tidewater) and 
animal bones. Pots are dif- 
ferent shapes and sizes in dif- 
ferent parts of the stete. Our 
goal is to be able to identify 
any trite by tte different re- 
mains." 

He said that a lot can te 
discovered from Indian burial 
sites. Contrary to popular te- 
Uef, te said, tte Indians were 
not buried with a lot of reUcs. 
However, much could te dlscov- 
ered about ttem from tteir 
remains-sex, height, approx- 
imate weight, tte fad that most 
of tiiem suffered from disease 
(rf one kind or anotter. Most 
of ttiem had bone disease. Ev- 
ery aduK over 25 had arthritis. 
Their life eipectancy was short 
At one sUe wtere 100 graves 
nere found, only one*tf«M 
(tf a man over 56 ymn irtd 
was founl Wtf »" *•**■*

Over 540 dvilian employees' 
at Oceana Naval Air Stotion

They recdved no help. 

The station has now suffered 
another cut-back. Seventy-two 
positions, tovolving 45 persons,

"And the ones who are being 
affected are toe ones who can 
least afford it," said Gene 
Clark, represent^ve of tteSto 
Naval Dlstrid Metal Trades 
Coundl.

Tbe team Is a highly trained 
group of five who are working 
tnder a federal grant to diag- 
nose and prescribe treatment 
tor teaming difficulties of Vir- 
l^nlt B«ach pid^llc school stu- 
dents. Inclii|ledareacoordina- 
tbr, two psychologists and two 
instructional spedalUts. 

A learning ifisabillty is de- 
fined as my disorder ttat pro- 
hibits thf acquiring and using 
of skiUs essential to learning. 

The Team tes been working 
^4t ttK Center for EtfectLve 
Lnmlng/on Witdiduck Road 
slBce July 1, and In that short 
time 61 children have been 
referred to thenu 

According to Edwin Brown, 
Team coordinator, Virginia 
Beach has made tremendous 
progress in the last two years 
in recogiUzing the need for 
treatment of learning disabili- 
otles with the estaMishment of 
pb Centerior Efitective Leam- 
^Isstye^. Besides children 
, witti leandtag prdblems, theCe- 
nter has classes for pre -school 
bearing impaired, emc^onally 
haodl^anted, disabled readers, 
tralntble mentally retarded, 
and educsMe mentally retarded. 

CUldrttB who have letmiog 
dlsaUUtl6s but are not eUgible 
for toy of these classes are 
evaluated by the Team and a 
leaning prescrlptitm Is writ- 
ten. The child's strengths and 
weaknesses are evaluated apd 
the teacher is told how to work 
with the child In class. One of 
the iwtructional specialists 
works with the teacher in im- 
plementing the prescription and 
checking progress. 

" The average teacher doesn't 
get a course in learning disa- 
UUties unless they've been to 
coltege Jin the last two or three 
yeals,^' commented Mrs. Hazel 
Severance, one of the instruc- 
tional specialists. "They've 
Just been recognized." 

''We're the last stop in the 
school system," explained Bro- 
wn. Before a student is referred 
to the Team, other specialists 
are used first. This could be, 
depending upon the problem, a 
reading diagnostician, audio- 
loglst, vision spedalist, cor- 
rective reading teacher, speech 
ttierapist, visiting teadwr, su- 
pervisor, helping teacher or 
school nurse. Before a stu- 
dent is referred a conference 
between parents, teacher and 
prin(4pW is held. The parents' 
permission is necessary for 
referral. 

Next tbe students' cumula- 
tive record, aiwcdotal records 
and samples of class work are 
seiA to the Team who then de- 
cMe idiat course of action ;u)d 
uliat t^ts are meded, then 
whether the student should be 
recommended for jdacement in 
tte Center. If the student is not 
eligible it must be deciikdwhat 
can be done for him. The 
student is also observed in the 
classroom. Cwiferences are 
held irttb the teadar by the co- 
ordiiator, instructional specia- 
list and psydwlogis^ to dis- 
cuss wh*t has been found and 
what is i^lMted. 

"We e]^m to the teacher 



that it will take ttme,'! said 
Brown. "This isn't a hasty 
thing. If the prescription needs 
revising or extending she is 
told to contact us. It is a 
lengthy process because of the 
kinds of testing involved and 
the need for specialized ma- 
terial and prescriptions." 

Bitown added that^ometimes 
the Team recomme^ an out- 
side filcllity toparenStor more , 
so|*lsticat€d testing or treat- 
ment; for instance a neurologist 
or autologist. 

As a foHowi^) to the pre- 
scription the team coordinator' 
and/or insinictional specialist 
confers with school personnel 
involved to determine the effec- 
tiveness of the program and 
need for adjustment. 

The Team is funded under 
Title in funds for innovations 
and services in the school sy- 
sten. The grant is for a maxi- 
mum of three years, allocated 
one year at a time on tiie basis 
(rf aimual ivogress reports. The 
grant is supplemented l^ city. 
funds and will "hopefully" be 
ftiUy supported by the city in 
three years, Brown said. 

Team members have already 
made presentations sdtwut their 
role in the school system to 
elementary and seco^ry prin- 
cipals and guidance counselors. 
This week they began visiting 
school facilities to explain the 
program. 

The backgrounds of the Team 
members are varied. Btown, 
a William and Mary graduate, 
has a masters degree, has tau- 
ght fifth and sixth grade here, 
been an assistant principal and 
a coordinator for the school

(Cont. ft-om p. 1) 
think it's valuable/' said 
BridceU. "The School Board 
has absolutely no desire and 
absolutely no intention crfbiAU- 
ing a school where it would be 
detrimentaL The people that 
support this thing haven't been 
heard." 

Brickell said that last Friday 
he met with a biochemist and 
a botanist to get their opini(»is 
of possible damage to wildlife 
in the area, but bfe has not 
received their reports yet. 
"Hopefully they will be neu- 
tral,'' said Brickell. 

The Citizens Committee for'" 
Seashore State Park states that 
its sole purpose is to "Save 
the Park. We are dedicated to 
the proposition that park land 
is a valuable, scarce commod- 
ity, too (urecious to lend, lease 
or sell, that it must be kept 
in trust for future generations; 
that the portion of the park 
north of Route 60 is part of the 
Cape Henry historical area, 
part of tbe small barrier dune 
area, contains one of the highest 
dunes on the East Coast, sup- 
ports about 200 species of birds, 
and is a valuable open air 
classroom." 

"Government - held land is 
held for use of the greatest num- 
ber of people," said Brickell. 
"The state would not have 
' turned it over to us if it had 
greater use otherwise." 

What are the present uses 
of the land? For one thing the 
4-H Club has leased part of the 
50 acre track north of Shore 
Drive for some years now. The 
State Department of Parks ex- 
pects them to continue there. 
Their cabins adjoin the pro- 
posed site. 

According to Bolen com- 
plaints have been received from 
local citizens who are concerned 
about "young people gathering 
there for noisy parties and leav- 
ing debris strewn over the 
grounds."

Sometimes we learn a conw 
pictely new trick from over- 
seas; for' example, the anise 
flavored Pear Tart, below, 
wUch comes from a Frendi 
redpe. Caraway seeds in fbe 
crust of fruit pies is another 
European tradition and tiie 
ScandUiavians are apt to add a 
little cardamom to ihdr 
pastries. 

These redpes. Inspired by 
cooks in other lands, have been 
adapted to our ingredients and 
methods by home economists of 
the American Spice Trade 
Association.
